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REMARKS 

In order to place the subject application in condition for allowance pursuant to a 
telephone discussion with Examiner Lilling, claim 1 has been canceled; claim 2 has been placed 
in independent form; and originally presented claims 4-16, each of which is at least ultimately 
dependent from allowable claim 2, have been reasserted in the form of claims 18-30 respectively. 

Applicants reserve the right to assert in a continuing application subject matter of this 
application which is presently unclaimed. 

In the Advisory Action (Paper No. 14) of September 15, 2003, the allowance of claims 2 
and 3 is confirmed. Having instantly placed claim 2 in independent form, any prior formal 
impediment to the allowability of that claim has been overcome. 

Having overcome all outstanding grounds of rejection, the application is now in condition 
for allowance and prompt action toward that end is respectfully solicited.
